EDMONTON, Aug. 6 (C.P.)—The 
western provinces suffer “more acutc- 
ly from unemployment than the other 
provices of Canada.” This is the 
declaration of the conference otf 
mayors and provincial governments 
which met here and is contained in 
a joint memorial to be submitted to 
the Dominion government. .

The above is a quotation from 4 
report by Dr. Scott, superintendent 
of Calgary high schools. It follows a 
statement to the effect that five and 
a half per cent. of Calgary high 
school enrolment fail to pass even 
three units in the annual examination 
The five and a half per cent costs the 
ratepayers of Calgary from $10,000 
to $14,000 annually in school taxes, 


Calgary ratepayers are not in a 
position to be able to spend anything 
like this amount annually on what is 


unquestionably wasted educational 


effort. If it is desirable that educa- 


tional provision should be made for 
these wasters, it should be made on 
@ basis that would assess the major 
part of the cost against the wasters 

The situation is such as should be 
given early attention by the school 
board. Not only in the interests of 
ratepayers, but for the good of the 
slackers some plan should be evolved 
which will bring an end to this in- 


excusable waste of public funds.

As for 
its nutritional value, the verdict is 
“not proven”; white flour is beyond 
any doubt a better source of energy 
One of the sugars which whole-wheat 
bread contains, called pentose, yields 
about 25 per cent, less energy than 
the sugars of white flour. In addi- 
tion, it has been shown that the pro- 
teins of bran are digested with great 
difficulty, and are only partly utilized 
Whole-wheat bread is therefore un- 
economical. 

We now come to the vitamins, We 
are told in the advertisements thai 
man has become his own arch-enemy 
by adopting a diet that deprives him 
of proper nourishment. Thus weaken- 
ed, he is subject to all illnesses from 
which he now suffers. To protect 
ourselves against the ravages of 
civilization we must take tablets of 
vitamins in concentrated form. Foous 
imust now be exposed to ultra-violet 
light if civilized man is to be protect- 
ed against himself. When we read of 
Similar practice among the Medicine 
men of the Congo we call them feti- 
shes and tabus. 

The reaction of the medical prof- 
ession in general, to the incorporation 
of vitamins in food, is succinctly put 
in The British Medical Journal of 
April 18th, 1931. Apropos of incorp- 
oration . of vitamins in bread, the 
statement reads as follows: 


Tt is possible that good results on 
the general health of the population 
might follow an increased consump- 
tion of Vitamin B, though the point 
‘is open to much controversy... . It 
seems, on the whole, unlikely that the 
artificial addition of vitamins to 
bread would profit any but the firms 
who could advertise the article to the 
disadvantage of their rivals.

We are told in ore advertise- 
ment that one must become almost a 
student of the subject in order to ob- 
tain the proper supply of vitamins, 
May I suggest that one must be a 
very expert student on the subject to 
avoid them. , ; 

One can hardly dismiss this subject 
without ‘mention of yeast--a product 
so prominent in the public eye at pre- 
sent. In spite of its well advertised 
high vitamin content, I believe I may 
state without hesitation that notwith- 
standing the endorsement of “the 
physician to former Spanish Royalty” 
a “noted Viennese hospital authority” 
and others, that good health and long 
life are still perfectly compatibre 
without the daily consumption of a 
cake or two of this product. If you 
ask for an explanation of the use of 
these physicians’ names, my answer 
is that all of these endorsemems» 
come from parts of Hurope where the 
struggle for existence js at present 
acute, ° 

I am not attempting to belittle the 
very valuable work which has been 
done in the ‘science of nutrition, But 
as new facts are established the me- 
dical profession applie¢s them where 
it believes they should be applied. The 
exercise of judgment is most jm- 
portant, for we now have definite 
experimental proof that excess quan- 
tities of at least one of the vitamins 
can do harm, producing a condition 
not unlike that found in hardening 
of the arteries. 

If left alone, man will choose a 
variety and sufficient quantity or 
foods, and because of this variety and 
quantity his diet will contain all of 
the essential food elements, Modern 
comforts may at times tempt him to 
eat too much but he will eventually 
learn, as insurance statistics show, 
that when he adds ten pounds to the 
belt-line, he subtracts about one year 
from the life-line.

THE WHEAT - 
ITUATION 


The marketing of this year’s wheat 
crop, which is unofficially estimated 
at from 400 to 450 million bushels, 
will present a problem of large pro- 
portions. In addition to this year's 
crop there is a carryover of more 
than 100 million bushels from “last 
year. This is a reduction from the 
stocks on hand in Canada a yer 
ago, but world stocks, estimated as 
at July ist by the US, Department 
of Agriculture at 640 million bushe}t 
against 656 million bushels in 1931, 
are heavy, Argentiné and Australian 
supplies, as well as Canadian, are 
smaller than last year, but these de- 
creases are partially offset by an in- 
crease of 40 million bushels in the 
United States. 

Conditions in the United - States 
have been unfavourable in the winter 
wheat area and the outturn of this 
crop was Officially estimated at 432 
million bushels as at July 1st, against 
789° million . bushels in 1931 and a 
five-year average of 549 million 
bushels. Acreages sown to spring 
wheat were incneased over 1931 and 
the outlook for this crop is much bet- 
ter. The indicated production of ali 
wheat is placed at 737 million bushels 
against 894 million bushels last year 
and a five-year average of 829 mil- 
lion bushels. Domestic nequirements 
practically approximate the total 
wheat crop. Exports from the Unitea 
States since 1900 have never failed 
to exceed 125 million bushels a year. 
These conditions suggest a substan- 
tial reduction in United States stocks 
during the coming crop year. 


Crop conditions in Western Europe 
have been favourable, but unfavour- 
able in the Danube Basin. The tota! 
acreage sown to wheat is somewhni 
less, but for the whole of Burope 
harvests are expected to be about the 
same as last year, While wheat pro- 
duction in France, Germany, Spain, 
Belgium and Holland is estimated at 
657 million bushels as compared with 
580 million bushels jn 1931, the crop 
in Roumania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia are unofficially, placed at 
245 million bushels against 364 mu.- 
lion bushels a year ago. Unfavour- 
abie weather has since been reported 
in Italy and France, but the outturn 
will be large. The wheat crop in the 
United Kingdom is officially reported 
as below average. In Russia, sowings 
of winter wheat were larger than -iu 
1930-31, but spring operations wee 
beset with difficulty and the total 
area sown is estimated at 6 million 
acres less than last season. Produc- 
tion of white bread is being encour- 
ged anc it is said that it is unlike'v 
that Russ‘s will be able to increase 
wheat exports. Shipments during the 
curtv.t seagon to July 23rd have 
amounted. to 71 million bushels as 
compared with 91 million bushels to 
the corresponding date last year. 


Perscting surplus has character- 
‘zed the world wheat situation durin, 
the past four years. Available sup- 
plies nave continuously exceeded an- 
nual sequirements, even after large 
diversions into lower price outlets, 
such as iticreased use as animal feed, 
heavier consumption in India and 
greater exports to China. Imports by 
China in 1931, amounting to 50 mi!- 
lion bushels, were the largest on re- 
cord—eight times greater than 10 
1980 and four times ‘those of 1929. 
Canada supplied 15 per cent. of 
China's imports, United States 18 per 
cent., and Australia 65 per cent. The

cession of prophets from the days of 
Adam to the coming of Christ, whose 
work and ‘teachings constitute the 
climax, the unifying factor, the crown 
and perfection of the supernatural 
revelation of God to mankind? 


To assume that oné man would be 
as well qualified as,another to re- 
ceive and express to others a: super- 
natural revelation is unreasonable, it 
assumes that one man is just as weil 
qualified to be a great mathematician 
musician, author, statesman or scien- 
tist. If it has required a succession of 
great scientists to discover and inter. 
pret the laws of nature, there ap 
pears to be no reason why there 
Shou.d not have been a succession of 
great prophets to receive the super- 
natural revelation. 

Moreover, it is reasonable to believe 
that, to complete and properly cor- 
relate the supernatural revelation, it 
was necessary that Christ should 
take the form and nature of man, 
as predicted in prophecy and as re- 
presented in the New Testament..The 
universal desire of mankind for the 
Manifestation of God in human flesh 
and blood certainly indicates that 
there is a great need in man’s nature 
for such manifestation; and this uni- 
versal desire has given rise to many 
mythologicay conceptions, and was 
finally fulfilled in the coming of 
Christ,“"who is the Desire of an 
nations. . 

It certainly cannot be shown to be 
an impossibility for God to have 
manifested Himself in the form and 
nature of man; and, until one can ex- 
plain how mind and matter are united 
in the nature of man, one has no 
right to demand an explanation of 
how God and man could be united in 
the nature of Christ. If belief in the 
existence of facts of nature depended 
upon an explanation of the myster- 
les connected with these facts, man 
could not belieye in the existence of 
a single natural fact; for every fact 
in nature will ever remain enshrouded 
in unfathomable mystery. It is folly 
then to expect or attempt to give an 
explanation of the. mysteries con- 
nected with the incarnation and. the 
life of-the Lord Jesus Christ. 

But proof of the existence of a 
fact does not depénd upon explan- 
ation of the fact. Altogether too 
much time today is being spent by 
theorists in a vain attempt to explain 
facts. One may have a most reasuu.- 
able belief in the existence of a flower 
garden and may enjoy the beauty « 
the combination of colors in the 
flowers, withovt knowing why the 
flowers grow or why the colors 
are combined as they are. Can one 
reasonably doubt the existence of the 
flowers? And can ore reasonably 
doubt that the Lord Jesus Christ is 
the supreme supernatural revelation 
of God to mankind, for truly “Never

of speaking for the farmers, such us 
pools, farmers’ organizations and 
Others, should withdraw their oppo- 
sition immediately and swing in be- 
hind the farmers in support of their 
demands for preferential tariffs on 
Canadian wheat entering the Old 
Country. 

He added that “if men with stand- 
ing in the grain trade such as John 
i. McFarland and J. R. Murray were 
so strongly convinced that preferen- 
tial tariffs for Canadian wheat would 
benefit the farmer and Canada as a 
;whole, that those opposing the pre- 
ferential tariffs merely on the graunds 
of being opposed to all tariffs should 
withdraw their opposition and give 
Prime Minister Bennett a free hand 
to deal with the matter as he felt 
was in Canada’s best interests.” 


J. F. MeMillan, of Edmonton, 
former manager of the Royal Bank 
there, and now ,resident of Chisholm 
Saw Mills, wired Premier Bennett a 
follows:

IT am strongly in favor of preferentiay 
tariff for Canadian wheat entering

_ Greatest justification to the move- 
ment exists in numerous cases where 
people are returning to the home 
farm, where unemployed are making 
arrangements to live with country 
relatives and where retired farmers 
are returning to the farms they left. 
But the average city person who is 
unemployed has not sufficient capital 
to purchase or even operatt‘a farm 
on a rental basis, and the possibility 
of his having a return above subsis- 
tence is exceedingly doubtful under 
the present economic conditions. A» 
it is pointed out that the chances of 
getting a free farm through horhe- 
steading in the United States.is now 
very small, a statement which ap- 
plies with equal force to Canada, the 
committee concludes that the oppor- 
tunities for settlement of the unem- 
ployed in commercial farming are 
not very extensive or promising. 
They have, however, given some 
study to the question of the extent 


to which the unemployed can look .o! 


the land for relef, short of actual 
settlement, and it is concluded that 
such relief must take the form main- 
iy Of subsisterce cultivation. It means 
that the unemployed family going o.. 
the land can hardly count on provid- 
ing itself with much more than food 
and shelter and fuel, and if it wants 
any other necessities or luxuries it 
must find the cash to pay for them 
in part time industrial work or othu: 
gources of income. 

What opportunities do exist for 
such subsistence cultivation within 
these limitatione? In the first place, 
there are abandoned farms, unoccu- 
piéd summer shacks and summer re- 
sidences that may be readi'y obtained 
either free of charge or for a small 
outlay. It is probable that a system- 
atic effort to discover such opportun- 
ities would reveal a considerable 
number, but most farms that are 
abandoned have been left because 
they are undesirable economically 
or socially and urban families taking 
them over will \find it necessary 
encounter hardships. to which they 
are not accustomed.’ 

Then there is the opportunity for 
astablishing a home outside the city 
limits where the raising of food for 
subsistence ér sale can be combined 
with part time employment in indus- 
try: This is a normal jendency that 
has been under way for a number of 
decades and has been promoted by) 
the moving of industry from large 
cities to smaller cities or rural areas, 
While the tendency does not promise 
immediate relief for unemployment, 
it is in the right direction. 

It is urged that cities, industrial 
establishments and relief agencies 
should provide garden plots on vu- 
cant lots or successful suburban areas 
where people who continue to reside 
in the city may raise emergency 
gardens, This is considered a very 
desirable type of relief project, 

There are limits beyond which the 
land cannot be usdd as social relief 
in times of unemployment but within 
the limitations the land is a great 
provider and relief agencies may we!! 
study its relationship to their prob- 
lem.
